In the response, Applicant states, "Applicant's undersigned agent hereby elects 
to prosecute the invention of Groups ll-XV (Claims 1, 7-10, 14, 17, 18, and 22-26) as 
defined by the Examiner" (Response, page 3) in the restriction requirement set forth in 
the Office action mailed October 21, 2003. The election is not fully responsive to the 
restriction requirement because Applicant has failed to elect a single invention to be 
examined. For clarification of the restriction, the invention of group I is the invention of 
claims 1-7, 13-15, 19-21, and 27, insofar as the claims are drawn to SEQ ID NO: 2 as 
set forth in the restriction; the invention of group II is the invention of claims 1-7, 13-15, 
19-21, and 27, Insofar as the claims are drawn to SEQ ID NO: 25 as set forth in the 
restriction; and so on. Accordingly, Applicant should respond to this communication by 
specifically electing a single group as set forth in the restriction, which corresponds to a 
single sequence identification number. The claims contained within each group are 
then to be examined only to the extent that those claims read on the elected invention, 
i.e., to the extent that the claims are drawn to the single sequence corresponding to the 
identified group number. See 37 CFR 1.111.
